Mr. Kincaid declared that it 
has leveled the tariff wall and has 
brought sheep and wool, mote 
cheaply raised below the Rio 
Grande than in this country, into 
direct competition with home 
products. The measure al- 
ready been extended twice by Con- 
gress, and necessity for it no 
longer exists, in the opinion of the 
Texas sheep and goat raiser# 
Mr. Kincaid says he has infor- 
mation that 60,000 sheep. have been 
brought across the Rio Grande into 
Texas, duty free, since September 
1 this year, a far greater number 
than the possible increase from 
ewes originally moved into Mexico 
from this side of the international 
boundary line. It is further 
charged by him that thousands of 
sheep were brought from Mexico 
into Texas, duty free, last fall. were 
sheared and then rebonded and 
returned to the southern republic, 
and that there are now at least 
10,000 cattle in Val Verde and 
neighboring counties waiting to 
be taken into Mexico. 
“We have a tariff in this coun- 
try that has been a big factor in 
the good range market on sheep 
and wool we have had the last two 
years.” sald Mr. Kinchid. ‘The 
present situation makes it of no 
value. Besides that, letting down 
the bars from Fl Paso wns- 
ville sets a bed precedent under 
which the producers have no right 
to kick about bringing in wool 
from Australia and other countries 
duty ‘free.

Walter Marks, a member of the 
House of Representatives, who re- 
cently made a tour of Europe to 
investigate the influence of the 
Russian soviet on Australian in- 
dustrial affairs, states that Rus- 
an observers met in Berlin told 
him more intimate details about 
the Melbourne police strike than 
he knew himself, although he was 
present at the time. . 

Ten weeks ago, he said, the Rus 
sians predicted the big shipping 
strike in the commonwealth which 
is now proceeding. He added that 
there are few strikes in Australia 
which do not originate in Mos- 
cow.

Dancer Would Wed American to Regain Citizenship; 
Hate for United States Forgotten 


{BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

BERLIN, Jan. 2.—Isadora Duncan, disillusioned, repentant and 
broke, is pining not only for her own United States but for an American 
husband who will give her a name and restore her American citizenship. 

“Just say ‘a dancer, homeless. 


nameless and moneyless, would 
like to marry an American in or- 
der to regain her nationality,’” 
is the way Isadora put it to re- 
porters here today as she boarded 
a train for Brussels. She will re- 
main in Belgium only so long as 
she is refused permission to en- 
ter France, 

The dancer has addressed a per- 
sonal appeal to Premier Herriot, 
recalling the fact that at the out- 
break of the World War she gave 
her beautifully equipped school at 
Bellevue near Paris to the French 
government asa war hospital. 

“Only Americans have been. nice 
to me since I found myself with- 
out funds and stranded in Ber- 
lin,” she said. “I should like to 
thank the people of the United 
States who have big hearts. I am 
rapidly becoming a 100 per cent 
American.” 

Isadora Duncan's present wish 
United States is 
contrary to one expressed when 
she departed from this country in 
February, 1923. “I would rather 
live in Russia on black bread and 
vodka than in the United States 
at the best hotels,“ the cer 
boasted to reporters at the moment 
of sailing. ;

On the other hand 
the stock market ig rather erratic 
in ite discounting process, some- 
times looking ahead three months. 
oftentimes six, and in some in- 
stances, is known to _ anticigato 
business activity as much as 4a 
year or more. 

The traders of bullish proclivi- 
ties will have one antagonistic 
force to contend with. The next 
few weeks wil! bring qa flood of es- 
timates on the annual earnings of 
the various corporations, and Aa 
little later, the annual re 
will make their appearance. While 
1924 on the whole was a favorable 
year for most companies, several 
industries were backward, and 
their earnings statements undoubt- 
ediy provide considerable bearish 
ammunition. 

Also, in a market of such en- 
thusiastic buying as has prevailed 
since early November, it is natural 
that many stocks have been put 
beyond their true market value. 
The publication of the annual re- 
ports will bring about_adjustmente 
in these instances, and in the 
process, the bear operators will 
have plenty of opportunity to un- 
settle the entire list.

From a business standpoint a 
merger generally is effected in the 
interests of efficiency in manage- 
ment, production and distribution, 
The railroad consolidation plan is 
predicated on benefits expected to 
accrue from the pooling of equip- 
ment, the elimination of uneco- 
nomic competition and the cen- 
tralization of management. Some- 
times mergers are arranged when 
conditions within a certain indus- 
try are poor and necessity dictates 
unification in order to slice opera- 
tion costa. The consolidation late- 
ly announced of the American Su- 
gar Refining Company and the 
National Sugar Refining Company 
was of this kind. 

Possibly the copper industry will 
prove fertile ground for consolida- 
tions during this year. Prices are 
now firm around 16 cents a pound 
for the metal, but the bugaboo of 
high operating costs is still a fac- 
tor, and several of the companies 
are reputed to be looking for re- 
het through mergers. Companies 
mentioned in this connection in- 
clude Ray Consolidated, owning 
control of Chino Copper, Inspira- 
tion Copper, United Verde Exten- 
sion, Phelps-Dodge and Magma.

Twenty-five prominent bankers 
located in twenty-five leading in- 
dustrial and agricultural sections 
of the country have responded to 
my request for an expression of 
their opinions as to the business 
outlook for 1925 in their respec- 
tive districts. 

From every section of the coun- 
try come optimistic reports. 
consensus for 1925 seems to be 
that times are ripe for the best 
year American business has expe- 
rienced since the war. Business 
men can reasonably place much 
faith in these reliable opinions ro- 
garding the economic outlook. 

Summing up these authoritative 
opinions, which appear in detail 
in the January issue of the Induas- 
trial D erican business en- 
ters assured national 
prosperity, for the following rea- 
sons: 

Europe has turned the corner 
and will continue the steady im- 
provement in its economic rehabi- 
litation. 

Removing the menace of rad- 
fcalism in government has re- 
newed the confidence in all lines 
of business and the anticipation of 
helpful and sound legislation has 
brought an impetus to business ex- 
pansion in safe and normal pro- 
portions. 

The banking condition through 
the country is sound—ample funds 
will be available at reasonable 
rates for necessary expenditures in 
commerce and industry. 

The price disparity between 
farm and industrial markets con- 
tinues to decrease—one authority 
points to the fact that since 1920 
our great farm population. have 
limited their purchases to 60 per 
cent of normal-—the increased pur- 
chasing power of the farmer spells 
increased production and profits 
for many industries. 

The present high wage scale, 
representing a potential buying 
factor, should be maintained at 
least during the early months of 
next year, in keeping step with 
increased industrial activity. 

While there is every indication 
that the volume of building dur- 
ing the winter months will exceed 
any similar season on record, and 
while the normal construction 
needs of the country will necessi- 
tate building on a very large scale, 
there is considerable doubt in 
building circles that 1925 will see 
operations in quite the volume that 
has been reported for the year just 
closing. 

‘The favorable attitude of the ad- 
ministration to voluntary railroad 
consolidations is ig tee by many 
authorities as a elpful outlook 
for transportation mpanies. Re- 
ports of railway rations con- 
tinue to reveal very favorable com- 
parison with eartier periods, coal 
traffic being much heavier than it 
was a year ago and the grain 
movement is still of record size for 
December. Many of the roads 
will show splendid earnings for 
1924, with every prospect that 
those earnings will be maintained 
or improved during the coming 
year. This is especially true of 
some of the lines in the South.

LIQUIDATION IS 
ACCOMPLISHED 


Political 
Chicago Banker Eulogizes 
Dawes Plan 
Prosperity Closely Tied to

The year 1924 was a period of 


liquidation from an economic as 
well as a political standpoint. For 
the first time since the World War, 
successful efforts were made to 
cast aside the psychology created 
by the war and to seek a return 
to conditions under which the 

aceful work of the world can 

carried on. The most notable 
event in this respect was the adop- 
tion by the former belligerents of 
the Dawes plan and its elabora- 
tion by the conference of London 
at which business was conducted 
by means of negotiation instead of 
by ultimatum. The impertance of 
the Dawes plan and its adoption by 
the parties interested does not con- 
sist, in the view of those dest 
qualified to judge, in the fact that 
it ie a final solvent for all the prob- 
lems created by the war and the 
peace, but in that, as indicated, it 
represents a return to a normal 
etate of mind on the part of the 
ruling forces of the world. 

Very likely many of the great 
hopes attached to this plan may 
prove to have been vain and most 
likely many other negotiations and 
readjuetments will take place be- 
fore the worlé can finally forget 
reparations and allied questions, 
but it is a start in the right di- 
rection, and, having stated, read- 
justments can undoubtedly de 
made to meet new conditions and 
unthought of complications as 
they arise. 


SOME LOSSES POSSIBLE 

As regards our own affairs doubt 
has been expressed as to whether 
the Daweé plan will prove of im- 
mediate benefit to all our indus- 
tries. Some of these may suffer, 
at least temporarily, as a result 
of renewed competition on the part 
of Germany and other countries 
in the world’s markets. However 
be, the financial assist- 
ance which this country is ren- 
dering to European industry and 
commerce will help to bring about 
a return of stabilised conditions 
the world over. This will be of 
the greatest assistance to us, for 
more than anything else business 
men require stability in order to 
be able to judge with some de- 
gree of assurance the immediate 
future of trade and industry. It 
is interesting to note that in the 
earlier part of the year the de- 
moralization of French currency 
was prevented by the timely and 
successful aid rendered by Ameri- 
can bankers. More recently large 
credits have been granted to both 
France and Germany. En 


volved, this has given renewed 
confidence to the European busi- 
ness world, which felt that it could 
only be saved if this country were 
willing to come to its nce. 
It is to be hoped that this new 
readiness on the part of Ameri- 
can investors to finance foreign 
enterprises will not go so as 
to support unsound undertakings. 
There are innumerable foreign 
commercial ventures which are 
fully deserving of American sup- 
port, but it is obvious that in deal- 
with concerns beyond our own 
boundaries our facilities for thor- 
ough investigation and knowledge 
are mot as great as they are at 
bee: and a word of caution, there- 
tobe, does not seem to be out of 
place at this time. 
© present year has proved 
again the well-known fact that 
agriculture is far our greatest 
single industry. The renewed pros- 
perity of the country which has 
made itself felt in the latter half of 
this year has been due primarily to 
better agricultural conditions, es- 
pecially those affecting the wheat 
farmer. A respectably large crop 
in this country, coupled with re- 
duced crop prospects in several 
other parts of the world, has re- 
sulted in relieving our farmers from 
many of phe burdens which have 
opp them in recent years. 
This has increased vastly the buy- 
ing power of our agricultural com- 
munity and has thus brought a 
general revival to all lines of in- 
dustry. This upward movement 
has been facilitated, moreover, by. 
the low rates of interest caused, at 
least in part, by the restricted re- 
quirements of industry during the 
recent period of depression. . 


EXPORT DEMAND GOOD 

Another factor which has tended 
to produce a better feeling in this 
country has been the increased ex- 
port demands, especially for our 
raw products, due partly to the al- 
ready mentioned ewe of crops 
in certain other parts of the world 
and to the revival of business en- 
terprise in Europe. 

The conservative feeling of the 
American people as indicated by 
the November election has made it 
likely that conservatism will pre- 
vail in our Federal legislation. Ag 
a result there has been a rapid ad- 
vance in the values of securities 
listed on the exchanges, which was 
justified in the case of seasoned, 
dividend-paying stocks, but has 
been followed by other securities 
not so desirable from this point of 
view, and discrimination from now 
on is necessary. 

The result of all this is that our 
country is entering upon the new 
year with a feeling of considerable 
confidence as to the immediate fu- 
ture. It is to be hoped, however, 
that this may not result in overcon- 
fidence and 
speculation and inflation. We are 
still confronted with an apparent 
excess plant capacity in this coun- 
try brought about by war condi- 
fons. The inclination on the part 
of all businesses so situated is to 
fill the plants with business in or- 
der to reduce the relative over- 
head. These factors combined 
with the present spirit of optimism 
might readily lead to another pe- 
riod of overexpansion. Undoubted- 
ly, the good sense of the Amerfean 
business world will prevent such 
developments. 

Demands for bank credit and in- 
terest rates in the beginning of the 
year were steady, but in recent 
months discount rates have been 
unusually low in a period of the 
year when the atest demand for 
money exists. the whole, how- 
ever, banks have not suffered ow- 
ing to the fact that though the rate 
of profit has „en lower, the vol- 
ume of businese has somewhat 
made up for the loss.

State Borrowings to Aid 
Soldiers Augments Usual 
Heavy Issuance

In retrospect, the year 1924 pre- 


sents an unusual history of tax- 
exempt bond issuance. The flota- 
tion of municipal issues for ordi- 


nary public improvements, and the 
funding of the substantial éxpendi- 
tures occasioned by extensive high- 
way conatruction programs have 
been abnormally augmented by the 
extraordinary borrowings on the 
part of various States for the pur- 
pose of soldiers’ compensation. 

While figures for the complete 
calendar year are not as yet avdil- 
able, it is significant. that, for 
the period ended November 30, 
last, omissions of mupicipal bonds 
—representing funded debt, as con- 
trasted to so-caNed temporary 
leans, and exclusive of the issues 
of insular possessions —passed by 
a substantial margin the $1,250,- 
000.000 mark. This total exceeds 
the amount issued in a similar pe- 
riod in any preceding year by ap- 
proximately $1,260,000,000. 

Obviously, the distribution of) 
this large amount to the ultimate 
purchaser and holder created an 
unusual demand upon the invest- 
ment funds of the country avail- 
able, for such securities. Further- 
more, from the standpoint of ex- 
emption from the Federal income 
tax, municipal bonds cannot de 
considered as enjoying an exclu- 
All of the obligations 
marketed by the Federal land 
banks, the joint stock land banks 
and the Federal intermediate cred- 
it banks are free from Federal in- 
come taxation andinsofaras this 
feature is concerned, come into 
direct market competition with 
municipais. They consequently ab- 
sorb a huge amount of investment 
funds, which might otherwise 
available for the purchase of mu- 
nicipal bonds. However, only a por- 
tion of the aggregate tax-exempt 
financing is actually absorbed by 
the individual investor whose prin- 
cipal object is to obtain relief from 
tncome-tax burdens. 

Other conditions remaining the 
same, the flat reduction of 25 per 
cent, applicable to all individual 
income-tax rates, should very rea- 
sonably be expected to depreciate 
the value of tax-exempt invest- 
ments use of a diminishing 
demand. However, much it may 
have detracted from their worth 
for this particular purpose, they 
are still in strong favor as an in- 
vestment medium. 

Notwithstanding these two in- 
fluences, which might be e ed 
to impair market valuations, the 
price of municipal securities has, 
with slight fluctuations, maintained 
a consistent advance throughout 
the period, with the result that 
the net interest return has been 
materially reduced. During the 
closing weeks of the year, a no- 
tideable effect of this condition

The situation, 
therefore, furnishes a dependable 
indication of the enhancement of 
municipal bond values. 

Omitting the tax exemption 
equation, to what, then, is this 
healthy demand for municipal He - 
curities attributable? Prevalent 
economic conditions have created 
an overabundant money supply 
and these loanable funds, in the 
course of commerce, become con- 
centrated in the banking inétitu- 
tions at the principal money cen- 
ters. The commercial and savings 
banks, in consequence, are among 
the largest purchasers and hold- 
ers of municipal bonds. Insurance 
companies and other investment 
institutions, always large purchas- 
ers of tax-secured obligations, 
have, by reason of the reduced, 
rates of income on mortgages and 
similar investments, increased 
their holdings of municipals ma- 
terially. Yet their selection is not 
influenced by the value of tax- 
exemption, as in the case of the 
individual.

‘HIGH MARK 
Value of Transactions a 


1924 Exceeds Previous 
Year by 27 Per Cent | 


Measured by the valuation of 
stocks and bonds traded on the 
Los Angeles Stock Exchange, 1924 
was a record year in the business 
history of the city. Figures com- 
piled yesterday place the valuation 
of all transactions during the year 
at $65,099,298.56, an increase of 
27 per cent over 1923, the next 
best year in the annals of the 
exchange. 

Especial significance is attached 
to the 1924 increase because of the 
tremendous gain indicated in hond 
transactions, showing the growth 
of investment buying and the ex- 
istence of a plentiful supply of in- 
vestment funde. Bond transac- 
tions, according to. the statistics 
prepared by J. J. Marx, exchange 
statistician, were, valued at $26,- 
513,400 par value, a gain of 52 
per cent over the record amount 
reported in 1923. The exchange. 
through the efforta of President 
Frank H. Pettingell, began a drive 
for bond listings and more interest 


since that time the increase in this 
Class of transactions has been 
notable. 

Transactions in stocks demon- 
strated a marked improvement 
over 1923, rising 15 per cent in 
value, with a total of 838,588. 
898.56. Oil shares formed the most

This compared with $18,724,771.05 
in the previous year.

Unluckily for the entire accu- 
racy of the foregoing statement, 
the cost of living is based on the 
articles in the proportion that they 
were purchased in 1914. Today, 
very different living standards pre- 
vail. Deductions from it, therefore, 
must not be applied too strictly. 
Roughly speaking the cost of liv- 
ing has probably gone up about 
60 per cent while the monthly 
costs for 1924 as calculated on the 
cost of living “budget” ranged 
from about 61 to 65 Bl cent. Nev- 
ertheless, the monthly costs are 
useful in showing the month to 
month variation in cot of living, 
for, even if they are not exactly 
right, they are undoubtedly rela- 
tively rignt. 

During the decade, 1914 to 1924, 


it is safe to conclude that the ac- 
tual wage rates have been dou- 
bled. But wage rates are not earn- 
ings; if a man's hours of work 
are reduced by his efmployer be- 
ing compelled by lack of orders 
to lay him off for two hours a day, 
it does not affect his wage rate 
but it does affect h earnings. 
However, the ame thi was true 
ten years ago and with wage rates 
doubled and cost of living increased 
less than two-thirds, the wage 
earner, even with higher standard 
of living, would seem to be a good 
deal better off today than he was 
ten years ago.

The railroad consolidation plan is 
predicated on sbenefits expected to 
accrue from the pooling of equip- 
ment, the elimination of uneco- 
nomic competition and the cen- 
tralization of management. Some- 
times mergers are arranged when 
conditions within a certain indus- 
try are poor and necessity dictates 
unification tn order to slice opera- 
tion costs. The consolidation late- 
ly announced of the American Su- 
gar Refining Company and the 
National Sugar Refining Company 
was of this kind. 

Possibly the copper industry will 
prove fertile ground for consolida- 
tions during thie year. Prices are 
now firm around 15 cents a pound 
for the metal, but the bugaboo of 
high opereting costs is still a fac- 
tor, and several of the companies | 
are reputed to be looking for re- 
lief through mergers. Companies 
mentioned in this connection in- 
clude Ray Consolidated, owning 
control of Chino Copper, inspira- | 
tion Copper, United Verde Exten- 
sion, Phelps-Dodge and Magma. 

Petroleum companies may find 
it to their advantage to pool re- 
sources during the next twelve 
months. The production situation 
continues unsatisfactory, but the 
life of the domestic resources is 
limited to a comparatively few 
years and the scramble for addi- 
tional reserves possibly may lead 
to consolidations. 

If 1925 does result in an era of 
mergers the speculators will not 
want for excitement. It is safe to 
conclude, anyway, that the antics 
of securities in the firet six months 
of the year will furnish plenty of 
material for anxious conjecture on 
both sides of the fence.

The year 1924 was a period of 
liquidation from an economic as 
well as a political standpoint. For 
the first time since the World War, 
successful efforts were made to 
cast aside the psychology created 
by the war and to seek a return

e carried on. The most notable 
event in this respect was the adop- 
tion by the former belligerents of 
the Dawes plan and its elabora- 
tion by the conference of London 
at which business was conducted 
by means of negotiation instead of 
by ultimatum. The impertance of 
the Dawes plan and its adoption by 
the parties interested does not con- 
sist. in the view of those best 
qualified to judge, in the fact that 
it ie a final solvent for all the prob- 
lems created by the war and the 
peace, but in that, as indicated, it 
represents a return to a normal 
tate of mind on the part of the 
ruling forces of the world. 

Very likely many of the great 
hopes attached to this plan may 
prove to have been vain and most 
likely many other negotiations and 
readjustments will take place be- 
fore the worlé can finally forget 
reparations and allied questions, 
but it is a start in the right di- 
rection, and, having stated, read- 
just mente can undoubtedly de 
made to meet new conditions and 
unthought of ‘complications as 
they arise. 


SOME LOSSES POSSIBLE 

As regards our own affairs doubt 
has been expressed as to whether 
the Daweé plan will prove of im- 
mediate benefit to all our indus- 
tries. Some of these may suffer, 
at least temporarily, as a result 
of renewed competition on the part 
of Germany and other countries 
in the world’s markets. However 
that may be, the financial assist- 
ance which this country is ren- 
dering to European industry and 
commerce will help to bring about 
a return of stabilised conditions 
the world over. This will be of 
the greatest assistance to us, for 
more than anything else business 
men require stability in order to 
be able to judge with some de- 
gree of assurance the immediate 
future of trade and industry. It 
is interesting to note that in the 
earlier part of the year the de- 
moralization of French currency 
was prevented by the timely and 
successful aid rendered by Ameri- 
can bankers. More recently large 
credits have been granted to both 
France and Germany. Entirely 
aside from the actual amounts in- 
volved, this has given renewed 
confidences to the European busi- 
ness world, which felt that it could 
only be saved if this country were 
willing to come to its assistance. 

It is to be hoped that this new 
readiness on the part of Ameri- 
can investors to finance foreign 
enterprises will not go so far as 
to support unsound undertakings. 

ere are innumerable foreign 
commercial ventures which are 
fully deserving of American sup- 
port, but it is obvious that in deal- 
ing with concerns beyond our own 
boundaries our facilities for thor- 
ough investigation and knowledge 
are mot as great as they are at 
h „ and a word of caution, there- 
fofe, does not seem to be out of 
piace at this time. 

The present year has proved 
again the well-known fact that 
agriculture is far our greatest 
single industry. The renewed pros- 
perity of the country which has 
made itself felt in the latter half of 
this year has been due primarily to 


pecially those affecting the wheat 

er. respectably large crop 
in this country, coupled with re- 
duced crop prospects in several 
other parts of the world, has re- 
sulted in relieving our farmers from 
many of the burdens which have 
oppressed them in recent years. 
This has increased vastly the buy- 
ing power of our agricultural com- 
munity and has thus brought a 
general revival to all lines of in- 
dustry. upward movement 
has been facilitated, moreover, by. 
the low rates of interest caused, at 
least in part, by the restricted re- 
quirements of industry during the 
recent period of depression. ; 


EXPORT DEMAND GOOD 

Another factor which has tended 
to produce a better feeling in this 
country bas been the increased ex- 
port demands, especially for our 
raw products, due partly to the al- 
ready mentioned shortage of crops 
in certain other parts of the world 
and to the revival of business en- 
terprise in Europe. 

The conservative feeling of the 
American people as indicated by 
the November election has made it 
likely that conservatism will pre- 
vail in our Federal legislation. Ag 
u result there has been a rapid ad- 
vance in the values of securities 
listed on the exchanges, which was 
justified in the case of seasoned, 
dividend-paying stocks, but has 
been followed by other securities 
not so desirable from this point of 
view, and discrimination from now 
on is necessary. 

The result of all this is that our 
country is entering upon the new 
year with a feeling of considerable 
confidence as to the immediate fu- 
ture. It is to be hoped, however, 
that this may not result in overcon- 
fidence and 
speculation and inflation. We are 
still confronted with an apparent 
excess plant capacity in this coun- 
try * 27 about by war condi- 
tions. The inclination on the part 
of all businesses so situated is to 
fill the plants with business in or- 
der to reduce the relative over- 
head. These factors combined 
with the present spirit of optimism 
might readily lead to another pe- 
riod of overexpansion. Undoubted- 
ly, the good sense of the Amerfean 
business world will prevent such 
developments. 

Demands for bank credit and in. 
terest rates in the beginning of the 
year were steady, but in recent 
months discount rates have been 
unusually low in a period of the 
year when the greatest demand for 
money existe. the whole, how- 
ever, banks have not suffered ow- 
ing to the fact that though the rate 
of profit has “een lower, the vol- 
ume of businese has somewhat 
made up for the loss. This condi- 
tion is likely to continue during 
the earlier part of this year while 
the developments in the latter half 
must depend to a 


MARKS YEAR 


State Borrowings to Aid 
Soldiers Augments Usual 
Heavy Issuance 
SLEEP. 
Vice-President, Halsey, Stuart 4

In retrospect, the year 1924 pre- 
sents an unusual history of tax- 
exempt bond issuance. The flota- 
tion of municipal issues for ordi- 
nary public improvements, and the 
funding of the substantial expendi- 
tures occasioned by extensive high- 
way construction programs have 
been abnormally augmented by the 
extraordinary borrowings on the 
part of various States for the pur- 
pose of soldiers’ compensation. 

While figures for the complete 
calendar year are not as yet avdil- 
able, it is significant. that, for 
the period ended November 30, 
last, omissions of mupicipal bonds 
—representing funded debt, as con- 


trasted to s0-ca temporary 
loans, and exclusive of the issues 
of insular possessions -—passed 


a substantial margin the $1,250,- 
000.000 mark. This total exceeds 
the amount issued in a similar pe- 
riod in any preceding year by ap- 
proximately $1,250,000,000. 
Obviously, the distribution of 
this large amount to the ultimate 
purchaser and holder created an 
unusual demand upon the invest- 
ment funds of the country avVail- 
able for such securities. Further- 
more, from the standpoint of ex- 
emption from the Federal income 
tax, municipal bonds cannot be 
considered as enjoying an exclu- 
sive field. All of the obligations 
marketed by the Federal land 
banks, the joint stock land banks 
and the Federal intermediate cred- 
it banks are free from Federal in- 
come taxation andinsofaras this 
feature is concerned, come into 
direct market competition with 
municipais. They consequently ab- 
sorb a huge amount of investment 
funds, which might otherwise be 


available for the purchase of mu- 


nicipal bonds. However, only a por- 
tion of the aggregate tax-exempt 
financing is actually absorbed by 
the individual investor whose prin- 
cipal object is to obtain relief from 
tncome-tax burdens. 

Other conditions remaining the 
same, the flat reduction of 25 per 
cent, applicable to all individual 
income-tax rates, should very rea- 
sonably be expected to depreciate 
the value of tax-exempt invest- 
ments because of a diminishing 
demand. However, much it may 
have detracted from their worth 
for this particular purpose, they 
are still in strong favor as an in- 
vestment medium. 

Notwithstanding these two in- 
fluences, which might be expected 
to impair market valuations, the 
price of municipal securities has, 
with slight fluctuations, maintained 
a consistent advance throughout 
the period, with the result that 
the net interest return has been 
materially reduced. During the 
closing weeks of the year, a no- 
tideable effect of this condition 
has deen the absence of “selling 
to establish losses,“ resulting from 
a market recession. Such losses, 
are, of course, deductible from 
taxable income. The situation, 
therefore, furnishes a dependable 
indication of the enhancement of 
municipal bond values. 

Omitting the tax exemption 
equation, to what, then, is this 
healthy demand for municipal - 
curities attributable? Prevalent 
economic conditions have created 
an overabundant money supply 
and these loanable funds, in the 
course of commerce, ome con- 
centrated in the banking institu- 
tions at the principal money cen- 
ters. The commercial and savings 
banks, in consequence, are among 
the largest purchasers and hold- 
ers of municipal bonds. Insurance 
companies and other investment 
institutions, always large purchas- 
ers of tax-secured obligations, 
have, by reason of the reduced 
rates of income on mortgages and 
similar investments, increased 
their holdings of municipals ma- 
terially. Yet their selection is not 
influenced the value of tax- 
exemption, as in the case of the 
individual. 


EXCHANGE 
SETS NEW 
HIGH MARK 


Value of Transactions in 
1924 Exceeds Previous 
Year by 27PerCent 


Measured by the valuation of 
stocks and bonds traded on the 
Los Angeles Stock Exchange, 1924 
was a record year in the business 
history of the city. Figures com- 
piled yesterday place the valuation 
of all transactions during the year 
at $65,099,298.56, an increase of 
27 per cent over 1923, the next 
best year in the annals of the 
exchange. 

1 significance is attached 
to the 1924 increase because of the 
tremendous gain indicated in hond 
transactions, showing the growth 
of investment buying and the ex- 
istence of a plentiful supply of in- 
vestment funds. Bond  transac- 
tions, according to. the statistics 
prepared by J. J. Marx, exchange 
statistician, were valued at 326. 
513,400 par value, a gain of 52 
per cent over the record amount 
reported in 1923. The exchange. 
through the efforta of President 
Frank H. Pettingell, began a drive 
for bond listings and more interest 


in a new period ot; in bond trading early in 1923, and 


since that time the increase in this 
class of transactions has been 
notable. 

Transactions in stocks demon 
strated a marked improvement 
over 1928. rising 15 per cent in 
value, with a total of $38,585.- 
898.56. Oil shares formed the most 
active classification, dealings hav- 
ing a valuation of $23,429,824.06. 
This compared with $18,724,771.05 
in the previous year. 

Public utility transactions totaled 
$7,311,767.13, compared to $6,262. - 
920.73 in 1923. Mining shares were 
traded in the greatest volume, but 
the valuation only totaled $1,225. 
$41.10. This is comparable to a 
valuation of $3,399.388.61 in 1923. 
Industrial shares in 1924 were val 
ved at $1,176.576.13, and miscel- 
laneous transactions at $3,791,- 
003.64. _ 

The value of the bank shares 
changing hands during the year 
was the greatest in history, the 
total amounting to $1,651.386.50, 
compared to $1,170,824 in 1923, 
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WAGE-EARNER GAINS 


The year 1924 began with ac- f 
tual weekly earnings for all wage 
earners practically as high as they 
had been since 1920; with em- 
ployment and hours of work low- 
er than they had been throughout 
1823, but higher than they had 
been before then since 1820; and 
with the cost of living higher than 
it had been, except during No- 
vember and December, 1923, since 
the middle of 1921. 

In January and February, 1924, 
earnings, according to the indus- 
tri review of the year by the 
Industrial ‘Conference 
Board, spurteg a little and hours 
of work held their own; then all 
three dropped until July, when 
all of them started up again. Cost 
of living went down with the rest 
but reached its minimum three 
months earlier than working hours, 
which continued to fall, with the 
result that real earnings did not 
rise until September with a fur- 
ther rise in October. 

When earnings spurted in the 
first two months of the year while 
hours of work held their own, 
though employment had begun to 

rop, many people believed that 
the downward tendency in 1923 
had been checked and that the 
upward trend, which had prevailed 
less than a year before, had been 
resumed. But in March the de- 
cline set in again and continued 
until July, when the trend became 
upward. 

The cause of an industrial de- 
cline following so closely on the 
heels of the severe depression of 
1920-1921 is still in dispute. Some 
hold that overproduction for home 
consumption in 1920-1921 and the 
impracticability of exporting to 
Europe because of its lack of 
money and credit were the out- 
standing cause. Others believe that 
the dominant eylical trend is still 
downward and will continue so 
until deflation is complete. 

An anomaly of the depression 
of 1924 was the general holding 

of wage rates. Earnings fell 
because of the reduction of hours 
of work, but the rates per hour 
aS a general thing did not. Wage 
reductions in a few industries, par- 
ticularly textiles, which had suf- 
fered severely and continuously 
during the depression took place, 


but no general movement  fol- 
lowed. 7 
“Real” earnings, of course, the 


Industrial Conference Board says, 
represent the purchasing power 
of the actual earnings. The pow- 
er of a dollar in 1914 in purchas- 
ing what are held to be the needs 
of a family in differing quantities 
of food, shelter, fuel and light, 
and sundries, i= taken as the basis 
and is compared from month to 
month and year to year with the 
changing prices. The value of a 
man’s earnings depends on the 
prices wf the things he must buy: 
no matter how fast his wages in- 
crease he will not profit by them 
if the prices of things he must: 
buy (cost of living) increases fast- 
er than his wages. 

Uniluckily for the entire accu- 


e cost of living is based on the 
articles in the proportion that they 
were purchased in 1914. Today, 
very different living standards pre- 
vail. Deductions from it, therefore, 
must not be applied too strictly. 
Roughly speaking the cost of liv- 
ing has probably gone up about 
60 per cent while the monthly 
costs for 1924 as calculated on the 
cost of living “budget” ranged 
from about 61 to 65 per cent. Nev- 
ertheless, the 8802 costs are 
useful in showing the month to 
month variation in cott of living, 
for, even if they are not exactly 
right, they are undoubtedly rela- 
tively rignt. 


During the decade, 1914 to 1924, 


it is safe to conclude that the ac- 
tual wage rates have been dou- 
bled. But wage rates are not earn- 
ings; if a man’s hours of work 
are reduced by his efnployer be- 
ing compelled by lack of orders 
to lay him off for two hours a day, 
it does not affect his wage rate 
but it does affect his earnings. 
However, the ame thing was true 
ten years ago and with wage rates 
doubled and cost of living increased 
less than two-thirds, the wage 
earner, even with higher standard 
of Uving, would seem to be a good 
deal better off today than he was 
ten years ago.

GAINS ADMIRATION FOR HER 
FINE PIANO ART

Admiration was manifest for the 
beauty and virtuosity of Olga 
Steeb’s piano playing yesterday 
afternoon at Philharmonic Audi- 
torium, She appeared as the solo- 
ist of the Philharmonic Orchestra 
for the first time in about two sea- 
sons, and the uniting of her tal- 
ents once again with this organiza- 
tion stirred a very special interest 
in the program conducted by Wal- 
ter Henry Rothwell. 

Mise Steeb espoused a cause not 
altogether brilliant. in the perform- 
ing of the Concerte No. 1 in D 
Minor, by Brahma, but she carried 
out her own part valiantly. The 
work is early Brahms, and was or- 

nally conceived as a symphony. 
It is inclined te be tedious and of- 
fers only flashes of the composer's 
— and more fully developed 


vent emotion, which is so typical 
of most Brahms compositions, de- 
spite their deep introspective qual- 
ity, is offset, however, to some ex- 
tent by the opportunities for dis- 
play in all kinds of difficult tech- 
nical feats, that are afforded the 
performer and there was rare 
compensation in Miss Steeb’s ren- 
dition of the more alluring pas- 
sages in the work. Portions of the 
Adagio were truly lovely. The 
trill work at the close of this move- 
ment, particularly, charmed with 
ite poetic light and shade. 


In the composition 
may be as quite a test of 
a soloist’s and power, 
and also of his or her rhymic and 
technical facility. This test Miss 
Steeb, fine planist that she is, 
met splen and adequately. 

Mr. Rothwell, for his part, sat- 


isfied with his reading of the score. 
Much of the music, indeed, lies 


in the orchestral part, the intro- 
duction being unusually 

Of variety and colorful appeal, 
the current program does not of- 
fer as much as the previous ones 
this season, The Brahms Overture, 
“Academie Festival,” was the only 
offering heard before from this 
orchestra. Based on 32 


jeongs, it has a rather 1 tone, 
and was well received the au- 
dience. . Still it is hardly in the 


class ot a feature number. 

The only other orchestral selec- 
tions were the Prelude and Love- 
Death from Tristan and. Isolde,” 
and Raval’s “La Valse,” that was 
introduced at the first concert of 
the current season 

Much as 1am fond of the “Trie- 
tan and Isolde” music, I found “La 
Valse” the more inspiring selec- 
tion. The interpretation of the 
Prelude of the Tristan number 
seemed to me far too formal and 
cold. “ Valse,” on the other 
hand, shone forth as Mr. Roth- 
wells most effective and dazzling 
presentation during the afternoon 
It may be a dance of giants 1 
juggernauts, but it possesses a 
diant magnificence. It is one “ot 
the cleverest of musical id 
tion that we have had at this 
season's concerts, and was worth 

waiting for yesterday afternoon.
